The defendants were Henry Leckfeldt, koeper of
the well-known “Astor House,"” nnd Charles Snit-
chel, Froderick Mullin, Charles Huniger and
Goeorge Minnick, all residents or visitors at the es-
fablishment., They were represcnted by Charles
Brooke and John O'Byrne, counsellors. L. C. Uns-
sidy, 128., was present, but took o part in the in-
yvestigation,

One of the defendants a few nights ngo presentad
himsell at a police station to get Enluiu;_:s. He there
met a German to whom he stated thnt lie had been
paturalized. An Investigation resultod In discover-
Ing the frauds as vhm'gvh.

‘hien the secused were ealied up and asked thelr
DAICH, Uges, residences, &¢., they were instructed
by Mr. O'Byrne that they were not compelled to
tay anything which would or might ¢riminate them-
relves., Certain certiticates of nnturalization were
then produced, and J. Ross Snowden, Prothonotary
of the Supreme Court, testitied to the genulneness
of his signature to them,. He could not, however,
swear that the defendants were the persons who
had been sworn. Clerks in the office had sworn the
~;-lnrticn, and the papers were then handed to him to
sign.

‘he ¢lerks were examined as witnesses, and Tho-
mas B. Worrall identificd Snitehel as one of the

sersons e had sworn. Fe could not say how often

@ had sworn him as a voucher; but {t W8 more
thian onee. He had mo way to identify the papers
he bad sworn parties to; made no mark upon them
whatever. It was impossible for him to remember
the faces of the persons who had sworn before him,
as there had been seversl thonsand in the last fow
weaks,

?Tenhn F.Bchell, the other clerk under Colonel
Snowden, testified to the same effect. e could not
{dentity any of the defendunts.

Charles Huniger, one of the defendants, was then
called to the stand, e testified:

1 know Henry Leckfeldt; have heen four weeks
it his house; I came from New York; the last time
wasin New York one month; worked for Captain
Sanford and for another man on Long Island; 1
know Charles Snltchel; saw him Iast November at
Leckfeldt's; that wus the first thne he ever saw me;
saw him lust March at the same place; he went
with me to court to get my papers, and Le swore
for me.

[The oath of Snitchel was read, and he swore
that he had known Huniger five years as a resident
of this country and ong year as a resident of Penn-
sylvania.]

Witness—He did not know me for five years. nor
for one year as i resident of Pennsylvaning 1 was
in the rebel army from 1862 to 1865; 1 got no money
for abtaining my papers; Mrs. Leckfeldt gave me
ten cents, and 1 was told T would have to puy
twenty-tive oents a year to vote; I put my name
three times to the paper, and Snitchel h]f'lll.‘ll it
wlso; he wis my vouelor; he vouohed for George
Minnlck also; Ihad s conversation with Snitchel
ubout taking the oath as to my residence in the
country and the State, nnd he sald It made no dir-
ference, that he conld swear fifty times for o glass
of beer; he sald they did not swear him as they
would in Germany; Leckfeldt got my papers; he
sabd I would rv.c.uf\‘e them after the election ir I
wanted them; | saw Minniek here twenty months
wgo, when he sald that he bid been only nfew days
from Germany.

Oeorge Minnick testified that he eame from Now
York two months ago, and was living at Lecktelde's
house: had been In the country six yoars; was in
Philndelphin two years ago. This witness did not
know the man who vouched for him; he was «
stranger to him, had never seon im betore; he had
wlso given bis papers to Leokfeldt. )

Frederick Mullock testifled that he eame from
New York fourteon days ago; wins Ht”l,l;i‘"“ ut Leck-
felit's house; came here (o work at his business,
tailoring: was getting two dollars and a halt per
week: hie lnnded In New York in 18613 had known
Leoktoldt four years; had given his pupers to Leck-
feldt.
